$3,299,606 during the year, 
according to the report, and the 
remodeling and repairs to 
business structures totaled 
$1,044,214. 

Permits were issued for 18 
new homes costing a total of 
$518,950 during 1977, and 10 
mobile homes granted permits 
had values totaling $83,200. 

Fifty-one room additions or 
conversions of carports and 
porches into new rooms totaled 
$166,589, and 112 new garages 
and carports cost a total of 
$232,807, according to the an- 
nual report. 

Also granted were 395 permits 
to remodel and repair homes at 
a total cost of $501,71 10 for 
swimming pools ‘valued at 
$16,900, and 11 for storage 
buildings costing $5,170. 

Also granted were 61 permits 
to raze buildings with total costs 
listed at $38,240. 

Major new commercial, in-

When the new international

wall coverings. 

Many will believe they are the 
creative handiwork ‘of native 
talent. They will be wrong! 

A former Granite City man 
will be partially responsible for 
many of the graphics, 
tapestries and other coverings 
on display at the new air ter- 
minal. 

H. Richard Ostresh, a 1957 
graduate of Granite City High 
School South, is vice-president 
of Artafax Systems Ltd., Inc., of 
Manchester, New Hampshire, 
where the artwork will 
originate. 

Ostresh and his partner, 
Robert Arens, who is president 
of Artafax, moved into the 
lower floor of the Old Jefferson 
Mill in the Amoskeag Millyard 
in Manchester last September. 

Today, the graphic arts 
design work being produced 
there is enhancing some of the 
finest buildings, both corporate 
and government: 

The products are 
shipped not only all over the 
United States, but as far away 
as Europe and Kuwait in Africa. 

The success, of Artafax 
Systems was brought about by 
Ostresh and Arens when the two 
met while working for a large 
national electronics firm in 
1967. 

Arens, a young Syracuse

“got in on the ground floor,” 
designing and dressing up 
business and commercial in- 
teriors.

The two-man operation of the 
firm, owned by the pair, grew to 
a 14-man operation and soon 
outgrew the building in 
Syracuse. 

They began a search for the 
ideal place they wanted to live- 
and also expand the company.

Ostresh said Artafax is not 
limited to silk screen work, 
although it boasts the largest 
silk screen printing frame on 
the East Coast and perhaps in 
the entire United States. It 
makes pennants, artist canvas, 
tapestries, aluminum wall 
sculptures, acrylic. plastic 
designs and pictures, as well as 
logos which can be placed in- 
doors or outside.

“He was an ‘A’ student at 
high school and received a $500 
scholarship -grant to college,” 
Mrs. Ostresh said. 

“Rich was a student of 
Eugene Aiassi while in high 
school,” she noted. 

After ‘graduating from the 
University of Illinois, Ostresh 
went to work for Frank James, 
Inc. of St. Louis, an industrial 
design firm, but soon left to 
make his career in New York, 
staying there 11 years.

Granite City schools resumed 
operation today. Madison and 
Venice schools also are 
operating. 5 

The situation was made even 
worse by another snowfall of six 
inches on. Jan. 24 and. 25, 
followed by a severe drop in 
temperatures. Ice-covered 
roads and snowdrifts on rural 
roads caused Granite City 
schools to close last Thursday. 

Davis said it was decided to 
close Granite City schools again 
on Friday after a tour of much 
of the school’s rural areas 
Thursday night indicated bus 
travel would not be feasible. 

Friday’s shutdown in Granite 
City used the fifth allowable 
snow day in the District 9 
schedule, although Venice and 
Madison already had used all of 
their five allowable snow days 

Davis said the Granite City 
school district schedules 180 
days of school, of which five 
days are for institute purposes. 
An additional, five days are 
scheduled as days on which 
schools may be closed for bad 
weather. This leaves a 
minimum of 175 days on which 
school classes must be held to 
comply with state law. 

Davis said that it was possible 
for the schools to begin 
operating late Friday, but thal 
because of a lack of public 
education concerning late 
classes, it was believed to be 
better to close the schools for 
the day. He said a program of 
public relations pertaining to 
late school openings, rather 
than closing for the day when 
such appears possible, will be 
planned for the future. 

John Palcheff, superin- 
tendent of Madison School 
District 12, said his district had 
used four of its snow days, but 
had used the fifth allowable day 
to extend the Christmas 
holidays until Jan. 2, instead of 
resuming classes on Jan. 1 

He noted that plans call for 
one week of Easter vacation, 
beginning Friday, March 17, 
and continuing through the 
following week. The same 
applies to other school districts 
of the area. Easter is March 26 
this year 

In the event of additional bad 
weather which would require 
school shutdowns, Madison, like 
the other districts, plans to take 
the time from the Easter 
vacation period. Instead of 
resuming classes on March 27, 
as now planned, school would be 
resumed earlier in the previous 
week, depending upon the 
number of days needed. 

Robert Vickers, superin- 
tendent of Venice School 
District 3, said that district 
already has extended its school 
term ending from May 26 to 
June 5 because of the school 
closings during the recent bad 
weather. 

Vickers said his district had 
scheduled 180 days of school 
without taking ‘‘snow days" 
into account, and had planned to 
end the school term on May 26 if 
the district went through the 
winter season without — shut- 
downs. 

Because of the five days of 
closings, however, the term will 
end on June 5, he said.

can please the eye

Q. I’m interested in updat-. 
ing my older home which has 
a radiator in the dining area, 
making it impossible to build 
in a serving bar across the 
wall and decorate it sym- 
metrically. 

Would it look bad to build in 
a china cabinet arrangement 
if the cabinets were not sym- 
metrical? 

A. Certainly not. You 
should be able to create an at- 
tractive wall without a sym- 
metrical pattern. 

Treat the doors of the cabi- 
nets in the same design. If 
you have two on one side of 
the radiator and one on the 
other, I don’t think it would 
look unpleasant. 

You could enclose your 
radiator in one cabinet, using 
mesh wire for the doors 
instead of solid wood. Line 
the sides and top of the cabi- 
nets’ interior with sheet 
asbestos for fire precaution 
and leave plenty of space 
over the radiator. In fact, 
build one portion of the cabi- 
net higher if necessary.

HERE’S HOW 
Conserve 


energy by 
insulating 


By GENE GARY 

Q. There seems to be much 
ado these days about energy 
saving, particularly the need 
for better insulation in 
houses. Do you agree, and 
can you give me some tips on 
insulating a house? — 
Durward G.V. 

A. I certainly do concur 
with the need to save energy, 
and insulation is one of the 
best ways. A well-insulated 
dwelling will return the extra 
costs in fuel savings over 
the years, 

Look first to the attic where 
much of the heat is being 
wasted. In winter, your heat 
rises going into the attic. In 
summer, the sun’s heat seeps 
in here to run up air condi- 
tioning costs. This is why the 
attic is one of the best places 
for you to tackle in an insulat- 
ing project. 

When you have taken care 
of the attic, you can turn to 
two more areas — exterior 
walls and crawl spaces. 

Walls may be the toughest. 
If they are enclosed on both 
sides, but hollow, the best 
thing is usually to have a pro- 
fessional contractor inject 
loose-fill insulation through 
small drilled holes, With un- 
finished walls, you can add 


blankets of insulation and 
then enclose them. Floors 
over unheated areas should 
be insulated from below. It is 
usually relatively easy to 
apply a blanket-type insula- 
tion there, fastening it up 
with wire mesh or cross 
braces. 

Other methods for reducing 
heat loss is caulking and seal- 
ing around doors and 
chimneys; double-glazed 
windows or the equivalent, 
depending on the geographic 
area; storm door and stand- 
ard door used in combination 
with each other, or an in- 
sulated doo properly 
weather stripped; good attic 
ventilation to expel unwanted 
hot air and potentially harm- 
ful moisture, and windows in 
the home properly weather 
stripped. 

Since the government is 
proposing a tax credit to al- 
leviate this expense, it is im- 
portant to k all your re- 
ceipts for the insulation you 
may install.

State ranks high in-earning 


By KEN WATSON 

SPRINGFIELD — This 
year is going to be an espe- 
cially interesting one in I1li- 
nois, by all indications. 

Those smug souls in the 
Sunbelt State may wax in 
warm contempt of us in the 
January cold and slyly devise 
schemes to lure more of our 
industries southward. 

But if anyone thinks that 
Illinois — the key state of the 
great Midwest — is about to 
take down its shingle and 
retire into obscurity, they are 
in for a big surprise. 

For our own state after 160 
years is not only alive and 
well, but is kicking about as 
lively as a Missouri mule in a 
clover patch. 

Illinois’ emphasis is indeed 
on the future, and our long 
and proud history is not a 
nostalgic preoccupation but 
an inspiration to the future. 

This is the year in which 
Dlinois joins the other major 
states in switching the 
eleetion of its state officers to 
the off-year, rather than 
choosing its governor in 
presidential election years. 

Thus state government 
takes on a new dimension of 
importance in Illinois. As the 
decade of the '70s moves into 
its final two years, the 
groundwork is laid for 
forging a new destiny in the 
challenging decade just 
ahead. 

How does Dlinois stand in 
relation to the other 49 states 
as it enters a period of 
transition? There is an array 
of statistics providing some 
clues. 

In the overall they paint a 
bright picture for the Prairie 
State. 

To be specific, we are 
basically a high-income as 
well as a high-tax state. 
Ilinoisans in the main work 
hard, earn good money and 
pay through the nose at the 
state and local as well as 
federal tax windows. 

Families in only five other 
states earn more money than 
those in Illinois, according to 
arecent survey conducted by 
the U.S. Census Bureau’s 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare.

There's one ‘disturbing 
factor in the family statistics, 
which Illinoisans should heed 
and try to do something about 
in the years ahead. Our 
family income is not going up 
as fast as it is in many states. 

The Census Bureau's 
statisties, which cover the 
period of 1969 through 1975, 
show an increase in family 
income in Illinois of 47 per- 
cent, exactly the same as the 
nation as a whole.

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Freeway could be started in 
'79; adequacy is questioned 


Construction of proposed 
Highway 143, running north- 
south in) Madison County and 
under consideration since 1964, 
is steadily moving toward 
becoming a reality. 

Nelson Hagnauer, - chairman 
of the Madison County Board 
and member of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
board of directors, has an- 
nounced that the Gateway 
board has forwarded comments 
to be addressed by the final 
version of the environmental 
impact statement regarding 
Route 143. 

The impact statement is a 
prerequisite to federal funding. 

‘The board’s comments, posed 
as questions, expressed concern 
about the impact on elderly 
residents of the area and on 
those who will be displaced by 
the project. The board also 
questioned the project's 
capability. of handling future 
congestion problems. 

“Why is there no provision for 
the addition of future lanes to 
this roadway section when the 
proposed construction of Illinois 
Supplemental Freeway 143 is 
expected to increase the traffic 
flow and importance of this 
proposed route?”, the board 
asked. 

The board's comments and 
questions will be addressed in 
the environmental impact 


statement sent to the Ilinois 
Department of Transportation 
in Chicago. 

The total package will then go 
to the ;U.S. Department of 
Transportation, which. will 
make the final review before 
funds are allocated. 

Hagnauer said, “The people 
in the area are very supportive 
of this project, and it is not our 
intention to delay the project. 
These must be addressed if the 
project is to be funded.” 

Executive Director Alan C. 
Richter further clarified 
Gateway’s concerns; 

“Qur purpose in asking the 
questions was to avoid the 
project’s being hung up in the 
review process. Somewhere 
along the line, those questions 
would have been asked. 

“By asking them now, we are 
avoiding unnecessary delay.” 

When funded, the project will 
take from two to three years 
before completion. 

The State of Illinois has 
earmarked funds for it, and 
construction could begin as 
early as 1979. 

In another action related to 
Madison County, the East-West 
Gateway board authorized a 
contract for a survey of multi- 
family housing in the county. 

The survey will identify’ the 
kinds of units available (1, 2, 3 
bedroom), the rent, whether

W-2 forms 
by Tuesday 


Employers have until 
Tuesday, Jan. 31, to provide 
their employees with completed 
W-2 Forms for 1977, Ira S. Loeb, 
Internal Revenue Service 
district director for Central and 
Southern Illinois, noted today. 


Unless the forms are received 
by that date, employees will 
have to wait to file their tax 
returns, possibly missing out on 
the quick refunds available to 
early filers. If a W-2 is not 
received by Jan. 31, an em- 
ployee should contact the 
employer concerned, Loeb 
advised. 


If the W-2 is not issued by Feb. 
15, the employee should then 
contact an IRS office, he added. 


Employees who do not 
receive all of their W-2's — 
listing 1977 income — in time to 
file should report all of their 
income and attach a statement 
explaining tax computations for 
which W-2’s are missing. 


Additional information on 
proper handling of W-2 Forms is 
available in the IRS Publication 
15, “Circular E - Employer's 
Tax Guide,’ obtained from IRS 
district offices.

Firemen answer 710 calls 


Granite City firemen during 
1977 answered 710 calls to fires 
which caused an estimated 
$647,195 damage, according to 
the department's annual report 
which was released last week 
by Fire Chief Don Parente.

Individual retirement 
savings plan deadline 


Qualified workers have until 
Tuesday, Feb. 14, to make 1977 
contributions to their Individual 
Retirement Savings 
Arrangements 

Previously, contributions 
were deductible only if made 
within the year for which the 
deduction was being taken, the 
Internal Revenue Service said 
today. 

‘The Feb. 14 date is for those 
people who set up their plan ona 
calendar year and is a 45-day 
extension beyond the close of 
the plan year. 

‘Taxpayers with tax years 
other than the calendar’ year 
also have an additional 45 days 
in which to make contributions 
that will affect the 1977 tax 
year. 

Since there are penalties for 
making excess contributions, 
this extension allows the tax- 
payer to correctly calculate and 
contribute the percentage of 
income he or she wishes to 
contribute and still be able to 
deduct it from the 1977 taxable 
income.

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Meeting on private water 
and home sewage systems 


By RON CORNWELL 
Agricultural Extension Adviser 

An adequate water supply is a 
common problem for many 
rural homeowners in Madison 
County. 

Madison County homeowners 
can get answers to their water 
supply problems and waste 
disposal problems by attending 
a meeting Tuesday, Feb. 7, at 
7:30 p.m, at the Farm Bureau 
Auditorium in Edwardsville. 

Dale Vanderholm, University 
of Illinois agriculture engineer, 
will be the speaker on the 
program. 

The first half of the program 
will cover water systems and 
water problems of the rural 
homeowner. Vanderholm will 
cover some of the common 
water supply quality problems. 
Other topics to be covered on 
water include types of water 
systems, water testing, water 
treatment, sources of water and 
repairing water systems. 

The second half of the 
program’ will cover home 
sewage systems for Madison 
County. What type of sewage 
system will work best in this 
area for a single dewlling 
home? Shoulda septic tank or a 
recirculating sand filter be 
used? How do the various 
systems work? 

Other topics will include 
regulations concerning home 
systems, maintenance of the 
various systems plus a look*at 
what is new as far as waste 
disposal for the rural 
homeowner. 

Any person desiring ad- 
ditional information on the 
program may contact the 
Extension office.

Don Uchtmann, University of 
Illinois Extension agriculture 
law specialist, explained at an 
estate planning seminar at 
Belleville that gifts exceeding 
the $3,000 annual exclusion and 
given within three years of 
death are part of one’s gross 
estate. 

Before the Tax Reform Act of 
1976 the law stated that any gift 
made, within three years of 
death) was presumed to be 
included in one’s grass estate as 
a gift ‘in contemplation of 
death." 

However, if the executor of an 
estate could prove that such 
gifts were given as a part of a 
lifetime motive those gifts could 
be excluded from one’s gross 
estate. But under the new law 
questions of motive are no 
longer valid arguments for 
exclusion, 

‘Therefore, all gifts in excess 
of $3,000 given within three 
years of death must be included 
in one's gross estate.

Seith assails 
shared revenue’ 


Alex Seith, a Democratic 
candidate for the United States 
Senate, challenged Sen. Charles 
Percy (R) last week to debate 
him over radipand television on 
the merits of Seith’s “revenue 
keeping” proposal in com- 
parison to-the*revenue sharing 
program, 

In'the Aurora Beacon News 
this month, Sen, Percy-belittled 
Seith’s proposal and ‘called 
“revenue sharing the greatest 
thing in preventing almost 
confiscatory tax levels.” 

Seith’s program would allow 
local governments to “ease the 
burden of the property tax and 
in turn receive a greater share 
of their tax money. 

“Revenue keeping would 
reward states that produce. The 
more you work, the more you 
get from your own efforts.’ 

Seith said revenue sharing 
requires, in ordér to’be eligible, 
that a state “maintain high tax 
levels, like the property and 
sales tax. 

“High property taxes are 
almost confiscatory in them- 
selves. 

“What happens to individuals 
on fixed incomes when property 
taxes are increased? That is 
confiscatory. 

“It shows how little Percy 
understands the real problems 
of the people and it shows he 
does not understand the 
revenue sharing program he is 
talking about.” 

“The basic 
revenue sharing 
according to Seith. “Revenue 
sharing implies.that it is 
Washington's money and they 
will share it with you. 

“Under revenue keeping, 
much of the tax money collected 
in the state would stay here in 
Illinois. What we keep would be 
based on what we raise. 

“Illinois lost $5.2 billion to the 
federal government in 1976. 

“If we keep 10 percent of that, 
we would have 520 million 
additional — more than enough 
to fully fund the state school aid 
formula.”

Thomas P. Layloff of Granite 
City told approximately, 80 
mayors and city officials at a 
meeting of the Southwestern 
Illinois Council of Mayors here

Layloff, director of the 
federal Food and Drug 
Administration’s National 
Center for Drug Analysis in St. 
Louis, said the other phase of 
development. is the bio- 
chemical revolution which will 
mean untold progress in many 
fields that are staggerirg.” 
Some of it is even frightening,” 
he said. 

The speaker, who heads a 
staff of 47 chemists who analyze 
drugs to determine if they meet 
federal standards, entertained 
the officials with a display of 
tubes, transistors, printed 
circuitries and other scientific 
and electronic items.

New accounting system 
for schools outlined 


A second progress report on 
the proposed new accounting 
program for the. Granite City 
Board of Education was 
presented by Tully A. Heubner, 
director of business affairs, at a 
meeting of the School Board last 
week. 

The committee working with 
Heubner and B. J. Davis, 
superintendent of schools, 
recommends that the new 
accounting system should be 
designed to provide information 
in simple terminology and 
design which can be understood 
by lay people, as well as school 
personnel. 

‘According to the report, the 
Program .Accounting System 
would provide a better and 
more complete , systematic 
record-keeping system, with 
each major section to include 
salaries, employee benefits, 
purchased services, supplies 
and capital outlay. 

The committee felt that the 
instruction section of the budget 
should be divided into 
elementary, middle or junior 
high school, .and senior high 
school costs, the report said. 

Special programs in the 
district should be separated, 
and a cost factor on the 
districtwide program should be 
included. This would include 
areas such as the gifted 
program, special education 
program, athletics (boys and 
girls), band, chorus, speech, 
debate, cheerleaders, at- 
tendance, social ‘work, 
guidance, health, psychological 
services, library and audio 
visual, 

Support services should be 
divided between pupils, general 
administration, school ad- 


to imagine any actor {jinistration, on a districtwide 


basis, it was noted. 

As ‘yet it is not determined 
whether operation and main- 
tenance and food service should 
be by program districtwide or 
by school. 

Employee benefits, pur- 
chased services, and supplies 


should be detailed in order to 
furnish information readily, the 
report noted. 

The first program accounting 
budget probably should in- 
corporate the above guidelines, 
but provide flexibility for future 
budgets to be expanded as 
deemed necessary by the Board’ 
of Education, the  ad- 
ministration and public. 

Board members authorized 
the committee to proceed with a 
flexible program for future 
changes. They are to revise the 
rough draft, get state office 
input and ideas from other 
districts which have similar 
budgets and present a final 
draft to the board. 

The board also agreed to 
enter in a program with the 
Office of Manpower Develop- 
ment, to provide part-time jobs 
for students after school hours. 

Students accepted in this 
program will be paid $2.65 per 
hour by OMD for up to 10 hours 
per week during the school year 
and 20 hours per week during 
the summer. 

According to the recom- 
mendation by Tom Holloway, 
vocational director, the office of 
Manpower Development is to 
provide administration of 
program, assess each referred 
student for program eligibility, 
provide work experience and to 
pay the school district for 
services. 

The school district will 
provide possible economically 
disadvantaged students and 
refer them to OMD, counsel and 
determine educational and 
career goals of youths, certify 
that jobs provided are relevant 
to the educational and career 
goals of the youth and advise 
youths of availability of em- 
ployment and training 
resources available in the local 
community.

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Helen Homan to retire after 
20 years as GC court clerk

Press-Record Staff Writer 
There has been a Homan as 
clerk of the court in Granite 
City since 1915, and for the last 
20 years a Homan has seen that 
there is always a friendly smile 


, and a jar of candy to greet 


person: entering the court 
clerk's office. 

Mrs. Helen Homan of Granite 
City is retiring this week and 
Friday will mark the ‘end of 
the line” for Granite City’s 62- 
year tradition of haying a 
Homan the court clerk. 

The lin€'started with the late 
Alvah N. Homan Sr., a Saxton, 
Pa., resident who first was 
elected an alderman of the 
Fourth Ward of Granite City i 
1906, under Mayor J.C. Steele. 
In 1914, he ran for the office of 
the clerk of the probate court on 
the Democratic ticket. 

During this time, he was in 
the real estate and insurance 
business as the local agent for a 
Pittsburgh, Pa., firm. 

Dec. 1, 1915, the incumbent 
city court clerk, Jack Mallon, 
was elected clerk of the 
Madison County Circuit Court 
and Judge Maurice Sullivan 
appointed Mr. Homan as clerk 
pro-tempore of the city court of 
Granite City. 

In 1918, Mr. Homan ran for 
the same office and was elected 
to a four-year term. Every four 
years, thereafter, Mr. Homan 
was on the ballot and he never 
was moved from his seat. He 
continued to serve until his 
death Nov. 5, 1957. 

Survivors included his widow, 
Mrs. Nellie B. Homan, son 
Alvah N. Homan Jr., and his 
daughter, Mrs, June Von 
Gruenigen. 

A tribute to Mr. Homan was 
read at his memorial service by 
Circuit Judge William L, Beatty 
which recalled that when Mr. 
Homan first took office, the 


court was located in the old ‘ 


Fleishman Building at 1238 
Nineteenth St., and it was then 
moved to the Labor Temple. 

In 1926, the court moved to the 
city hall where it remains. He 
was clerk during the term of 
every judge to serve the city 
court during his lifetime, except 
Judge James Bandy, the first 
judge ever assigned to Granite 
City, Beatty related. 

“Known and respected by two 
generations of lawyers 
throughout Madison and St. 
Clair counties, Mr. Homan 
acquired a reputation during his 
service as clerk as being ef- 
ficient and always willing to 
assist members of the bar with 
whatever problems might 
arise in connection with the 
court,'’ Beatty said at the 
service. 

He also said, “In later years, 
newly-admitted members to the 
bar practicing in this area found 
that Mr. Homan was a ready 
source of practical information 
on the procedural aspects of 
handling matters in his court, 

“During his successive terms 
of office, he saw many changes 
in the court — among them, the 
advent of women jurors. 
Considering Mr. Homan's 
manner with legal secretaries, 
it is to be assumed that he did 
not entirely welcome this 
particular change. 

“Mr. Homan was always 
ready to take part in any worth- 
while civic enterprise and 
during the first World War, 
served with distinction as a 
member of a bond selling 
committee in the Granite City 
area. 

“For this service, he received 
an award in 1918 from the local 
chairman of the bond com- 
mittee, John B. Harris. 

“From 1942 to 1947 he served 
as a member of the advisory 
board for registrants of the 
Selective Service System and 
was commended for this service 
by Governor Dwight Green. 

“Mr. Homan was a_ past 
master of Masonic Lodge 877, a 
past commander of the Knights 
Templar and, until his death, an 
active and enthusiastic member 
of the Knights of Pythias. For 
many years he was an active 
member of the Central 
Christian Church and served as 
a superintendent of that 
church's Bible School for seven 
continuous years, 

“On June 14, 1956, as a fitting 
climax to forty years of faithful 
service, he was honored at a 
special dinner meeting by the 
Tri-City Bar Association and 
presented with a memorial 
plaque, which is now on display 
in the clerk’s office. 

Today, Beatty recalls Mr. 
Homan as having been “a 
bantam rooster.” The judge 
said he “was a small man, 
smaller than Helen Homan, but 
he was a feisty man. He felt, 
public office was a public trust 
and took great pride in his files. 
Everything had to be just right. 

“Yet he was very helpful to 
people. New attorneys could 
count on him to show them 
exactly what was wrong with 
their files. I guess ‘he was a 
vanishing breed;’’ 
concluded. 

Mr. Homan’s ‘son, Alvah N. 
Homan Jr., chose not to follow 
his father into. pattie ea 
deciding, instead,

working at American Steel 
Industries where he was em- 
ployed 42 years. Instead, the 
son's wife had taken an active 
interest in the office and was 
appointed in 1957 as clerk pro- 
tempore of the city court by 
Judge Fred P. Schuman. 

April 30, 1960, she was elected 
for the first time, running on a 
ticket with Judge Schuman and 
she became the first and only 
‘woman ever to serve as clerk of 
the city court. 

In 1964, the scattered court 
system was merged under a 
state Constitutional amendment 
under the Third Judicial Circuit 
Court and Mrs. Homan lost her 
elected status. 

However, the circuit clerk 
immediately appointed her as 
clerk of the Granite City branch 
of Circuit Court where she has 
served to the present. 

“Thave really enjoyed my job 
and the many friends it 
brought,” Mrs. Homan told the 
Press-Record Friday. I made a 
lot of friends, including at- 
torneys, businessmen, the 
elderly and ‘co-workers. 

“I have always found you 
could make a friend very easily 
by helping them and offering 
small favors. I liked to help the 
elderly in filling out forms they 
needed and in helping people T 
work with when I could. 

“I found I had a lot of friends 
when I came into this job, many 


of them were friends made by 
my father-in-law and they have 
become my friends. 

“My father-in-law was very 
popular. While he was clerk, he 
and Sophie Prather (for whom 
Prather School is named) 
conducted a school in the 
Lincoln Place Center to help 
prepare foreign people for 
naturalization. Then he 
naturalized them in the city 
court. Many never forgot that 
and they became my friends 
when I took this office,’ Mrs. 
Homan recalled. | 

Mrs, Homan was born in 
Quincy, but moved to St. Louis 
where she lived until she 
married Alvah Homan Jr. in 
1942 | 

“The number 42 has alway$ 
had some kind of magic in my 
family,"" she related. “I was 
engaged Feb. 14, 1942, married 
June 20, 1942, and my husband 
left for the service Nov. 6, 1942; 

“I was 42 years old when | 
became the clerk of the court 
from my father-in-law, who 
served in that post 42 years. My 
husband retired after 42 years 
at American Steel, and my 
sister-in-law, June Von 
Gruenigen, was married in 1942 
and served in the Granite City 
school system as a teacher 42 
years before retirifg,” Mrs 
Homan noted,

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Drive for open primary referendum is gaining attention 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau — 
Illinois could make history this year. It 
could become the largest state, 
Population-wise to adopt an open primary. 

Such a switch from the traditional 
primary concept by a state as politically 
important as Illinois could have a major 
impact across the American political 
spectrum. 

The odds are considerably less than 
even that Illinois will join 10 other less- 
populated states in switching to an open 
primary. But the fact that the present 
primary system is likely to be challenged in 
a state so diverse and politically active as is 
certain to attract national attention, 

Spearheading the drive for an open 
primary — certainly the most serious one 
of its kind in Illinois history — is the 
Illinois Colition For Political Honesty, 
which frequently prods the legislature on 

Sitive issues. 

In 1976 the Coalition gathered 635,158 
signatures in an effort to put ethics 
proposals on the ballot. Although the 
courts eventually ruled against their 
submission on the fall ballot, the pressure 
of public opinion forced legislators to end 
the practice of paying themselves in 
advance. 

However, the Coalition could have 
trouble this year in coming up with the 
625,000 signatures needed by Aug. 21 in 
order to put the open primary proposal on 
the November ballot. 

‘ Patrick Quinn of Oak Park, secretary- 
‘treasurer for the Coalition, says more than 
100,000 signatures have so far been 
obtained. He adds that the crucial time is 
between now and the March 21 primary. 

After that, the various candidates for the 
legislature and other offices will be free of 
pressure to give even lip service to the 
proposals. Individual voters themselves 
may lose interest in the issue once another 
primary is over 

Quinn writes that Gov. James R. 
Thompson “has signed our petition but has 
not taken a public position on the open 
primary ... I have discussed it with Mike 
Bakalis (Democratic candidate for 
governor) and he also has not arrived at a 
position, We hope our petition campaign 
will get both candidates off the fence. 

A number of public opinion surveys in 
recent years have shown that individu 
voters would like an opportunity to vote in 
the primary without disclosing their party 
affiliation 

Professional politicians. have been 
reluctant to publicly oppose open primary 
efforts, while sincerely believing that the 
traditional two-party system, including the 
closed primary, is vital to the American 
electoral system and ought to retain. 

Some students of political science are 
critical of the advisory petition method as 
a way of changing laws. They feel this can 
best be done through the traditional 


legislative process. 

But the Coalition people point out that 
back in 1904, citizens used petition and 
referendum to force adoption of the 
current basic primary process in Illinois. 
Previous to that, major state candidates 
were chosen through party nominating 
conventions. The primary replaced 
conventions. 

During the past 25 years, there have 
been numerous attempts: by legislators, 
both Republicans and Democrats, to pass 
an open primary bill. But so strong has 
been the entrenched resistance of the 
political establishment that not one ever 
cleared a committee and reached the 
floor of House or Senate. 

In the past few years the idea of an open 
Primary has begun attracting increasing 
interest. This is due in some measure to the 
steady decline in voter particpation in the 
primaries. 

The Coalition points to the 1974 primary 


‘election, which included a referendum 


Proposition on mass transit in the six- 
county Region Transit Authority of the 
Chicago Metropolitan area. 

Of the 1,355,553 voters who participated 
in the RTA referendum, 13 percent, or 
177,910, refused to vote in the political 
primary. 


The decline of patronage as a basic prop 
of political organization has been another 
factor undermining the basic strength of 
the present primary system. The growing 
number of independent voters, who refuse 
to affiliate with either party, is 
unquestionably another. 

Still, of the big states, not only Illinois, 
but such giants as New York, Pennsylvania 
and California continue to shy away from 
open primaries. . 

The most heavily populated state to 
have an open _primary is Michigan. 
Wisconsin, long known as one of the most 
liberal of the states, pioncered the open 
primary. 

Other states which have it are Idaho, 
Minnesota, Montana, North Dakota, Utah, 
Vermont, Alaska and Washington, all 
primarily of the North and West. 

The South, still pretty much the one- 
party preserve of the Democrats, has never 
paid much attention to the open primary. 

The sheer power of the Chicago 
Democratic organization, certain to fight 
‘to the political death against an open 
primary, would be expected to be enough 
to assure its defeat 

Yet nobody knows whether the views so 
often expressed by those polled that they 
‘would prefer an open primary could be 
translated into votes on election day. 

The primary referendum issue will add 
significantly to the interest in Illinois’ 
political year. The final result could have a 
profound effect on the future course of 
politics in this state.

Back in 1934, Congress 
established the Foreign Trade 
Zone Act. 

At that point in our nation’s 
history, we were deep in a 
depression, and our business 
and industry needed a com- 
petitive edge to grow in in- 
ternational trade. 

In those days, the foreign 
trade zones were centered 
around deepwater harbors and 
served basically the 
warehousing needs of shippers. 

American business and in- 
dustry did not fully utilize the 
built-in advantages until the 
last few years. 

Today, there are 32 foreign 
trade zones, including Puerto 
Rico and Hawaii. 

The benefits of Foreigh Trade 
Zone 31 will accrue both to the 
area and the Tri-City Regional 
Port. 

The direct impact is to the 
entire area through generation 
of jobs, increase in the tax base, 
and stimulation of overall 
business activity. 

Zones do not create imports. 

Foreign goods that will com 
into the U. S. market through 


Zone 31 will not come solely 
because of Zone procedures. A 
wider range of economic factors 
is involved. 

, What zones do, though, is to 
encourage the final processing 
of these goods in the United 
States before they enter the 
stream of commerce, instead of 
in the country of export. 

. This means that domestic 
labor, facilities, materials and 
components can be used to at 
least some extent on articles 
that might otherwise have been 
imported as completely- 
finished products ready for final 
sale. 

All manufacturing operations 
-in foreign trade zones are 
examined in advance for their 
impact on domestic industry 
and the U. S. balance-of- 
payments, as well as the effect 
they might have on other 
government programs, in- 
cluding those that regulate 
imports. . 

The Foreign Trade Zones 
Board has the authority to halt 
any zone operations that could 
be judged to be against the 
national interest.

License decision 
may become issue 
in fall campaign

Politically speaking, 
Secretary of State Alan Dixon 
must defend the unusual 
recommendation to have 
Illinois _ license plates 
manufactured in Texas 
penitentiaries. 

The loss of manufacturing 
jobs in Illinois is a key issue in 
state government, an issue 
which Dixon hoped to exploit 
when he planned to run for 
governor in 1976. 

What makes the situation 
even more ridiculous is the fact 
the plates will not even help 
create jobs in the private 
sector, since prisoners perform 
the labor. 

As the result of the Texas 
development, there will un- 
doubtedly be kneejerk reaction 
in the Illinois legislature to 
authorize the manufacture of 
license plates in Illinois prisons. 

For some reason, there has 
always been an association 
between prisons and. license 
plates. 

The federal government and 
39 states obtain plates from 
prisons, but in Illinois license 
plates| have not been 
manufactured in prisons since 
1938 when the Illinois Supreme 
Court ruled the prison industry 
unfairly competed with private 
enterprise. 

AS a practical matter, it 
would be difficult to have the 
prisons manufacture the plates 
again. 

First, there would be high 
startup costs for the purchase of 
the.metal-stamping equipment. 

Also, persons would argue the 
work would not help 
rehabilitate prisoners because 


if would not teach them a trade ° 


they could utilize once out of 
prison. 

The issue is an attractive one, 
however, and it seems unlikely 
Republicans will give Dixon a 
pass on this decision. 

His GOP opponent, Sharon 
Sharp, is carefully studying the 
issue before attacking his 
position. 

Dixon, of course, doesn’t want 
to see the jobs go to the Sunbelt 
any more than anyone else in 
Illinois. 

But faced with the realities of 


the situation, he figured the 
Texas proposal was the best of 
the lot. 

For one thing, the [Illinois 
contract hasn’t been awarded to 
an Llinois firm since 1972. 

At that time, an Arkansas 
firm underbid an Mlinois firm. 
However, the award was made 
to Illinois because of a state law 
which permitted the awarding 
of a contract to an in-state firm 
if the difference in the bid was 
less than five percent. 

Arkansas challenged the 
constitutionality of the law, and 
won the case. 

The plates -have been 
manufactured in that state 
since then. 

A person directly involved in 
that 1972 case was then-state 
purchasing agent Tom Blanco. 
He now serves as a consultant to 
Dixon, and he is the one who 
developed the bids for the 
secretary of state. 

The taking of bids, control 
over eligibility and actual 
awarding of the contract are 
handled by the Department of 
Administrative Services, under 
the jurisdiction of Gov. James 
Thompson. 

The original low bid sub- 
mitted by the Arkansas firm, 
Polyvend, was rejected because 
a former officer of the company 
was convicted of bribing the 
late Secretary of State Paul 
Powell. 

A contract was then 
negotiated by Administrative 
Services with Texas prisons at a 
price $836,000 below the original 
low bid. 


Texas will manufacture six’ 


million pairs of plates for ap- 
proximately $9.5 million. It 
figures to $1.49 per pair. 


Of the 11 firms which bid on 
the contract, two were from 
Illinois—and neither is in the 
business of manufacturing 
plates. 

Of the two Illinois firms, Ray 
Cinman & Associates of Chicago 
made the lowest bid—$1.70 per 
pair of plates. 

Thus, if the Illinois firm had 
somehow been awarded the 
contract, taxpayers would have 
paid an additional $1.4 million.

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Historic buildings’ 
preservation urged 


(Southwestern IlJinois 
Metropolitan and Regional 
Planning Commission) 

Nearly every community in 
Southwestern Illinois has a 
number of old buildings ‘of 
historic value. 

Unfortunately, since historic 
significance comes with age, it 
is not surprising to find that all 
too miahy of these buildings 
have deteriorated badly and are 
obsolete, while others have 
already met their demise 
through decay and demolition 

Since such buildings cannot 
be recreated, it would seem all 
the more important to preserve 
those that remain. 

Far too often, historic 
preservation efforts within a 
community are crisis-oriented. 

When an old building or 
neighborhood near and dear to 
the hearts of some local citizens 
is about to be demolished, they 
react and a battle generally 
ensues. 

Unfortunately, the historic 
preservation group is then 
identified as being reactionary. 
This obstacle may be difficult in 
future, years for such an 
organization to overcome. 

In order to make a 
noteworthy contribution to-the 
community, an__ historic 
preservation group must learn 
to start with sound principles 
rather than heated issues. 

Historic preservation efforts 
based on the following prin- 
ciples will generally made 
sense to the local citizenry: 

1. Massive demolition of old 
and decaying buildings is un- 
workable in terms of displacing 
occupants and redeveloping 
areas, 

2. Historic preservation 
bolsters neighborhood and 
community morale because 
efforts focus on upgrading 
buildings of historic value as 
well as improving the problem 
of housing and commercial 


space. 


3. Historic preservation offers 


aesthetic satisfaction to the 
community’s residents and 


visitors to its historic areas. 

4. Historic preservation 
provides financial benefits to 
local businesses in terms of 
tourism dollars, to property 
owners in terms of increased 
valuation, and to local govern- 
ment in terms of increased tax 
revenue. 

Historic _ preservation 
unifies community forces in the 
public and private sector by 
utilizing the community’s 
human resources. 

A historic preservation group 
founded on the above principles 
will be most effective if its ef- 
forts are based on an overall 
goal and a number of objectives 
designed to meet that goal. The 
overall goal of an_ historic 
preservation group might be: 

—To undertake and ac- 
complish historic preservation 
efforts that will benefit the 
community as a whole. 

Likewise, objectives designed 
to meet such a goal might be: 

A. To clearly note the old 
buildings of historic value in the 
community. 

B. To fully describe the 
aesthetic qualities and 
usefulness of such noted 
buildings. 

C. To enthusiastically point 
out how these old buildings can 
continue to serve the com- 
munity through specific new 
uses or revived uses. 

D. To convince the com- 
munity, including the occupants 
of such buildings, that an 
historic preservation program 
will be beneifical and deserves 
their support. 

E, To obtain the community 
involvement necessary for a 
successful historic preservation 
program by making use of 
varied and extensive citizen 
participation techniques. 

No community in South- 
western Illinois can afford to be 
without the efforts of a well- 
founded historic preservation 
group. If your community has 
such, a group, support it; if it 
does’ not, consider organizing 
one.

Sanitary 
board to 
adopt levy 


Trustees of the Metro-East 
Sanitary district were meeting 
in East St. Louis today to adopt 
anew tax levy for the 1978 year. 

Adoption of the levy will clear 
the way for the sale of an- 
ticipation warrants, »robably in 
the amount of $  ,000, to 
alleviate pressing financial 
problems, 

In a meeting at East St. Louis 
Thursday, the sanitary board 
approved the layoff of 52 
workers, about half of the 
district's working force.

“We must begin preparatory 
work immediately for sale of 
the new multi-year plates for 
1979,”” Dixon said. 

“In addition, we will be 
moving to a staggered 
registration system to allow 
motorists to avoid placing 
plates on cars during winter 
months when the weather is at 
its worst. 

“Under this new plan, we 
won't be confronted again with 
the situation we find ourselves 
in now with bad weather dic- 
tating what we must do in our 
license sales program.
